. the .state police” as .the. troop- 1 
ers arrived, Mulcahy said. 

STATE POLICE Sgt. Stan- 
ley Nasiatka of the Colchester 
barracks was shot in the: foot. .

Four of the men arrested 
were wounded in the gunfight.
